majority above 1500 it would be a rebuke 
to the Republican administration. 

Gov. Hadley entered the campaign in 
the closing days, attacking Senator 
Stone and cleverly dodging the tariff 
issue. He concentrated his efforts on 
Cass County, where,the result proved a 
severe disappointment to Republican 
hopes. Instead of reducing the Demo- 
cratic vote in ‘Cass County, the Repub- 
licans lost heayily themselves, the net 
Democratic gain being more than one 
hundred. 

In his home county (Dade), the Re- 
publican candidate got 23 majority, or 
931 less than the Republican vote in 
1904, whereas Dickinson increased the 
Democratic vote, 

Probably the most significant feature 
of the election, the leaders, say, is that 
Clinton, Osceola and other important 
towns rolled up a big vote for the Demo- 
cratic candidate, it being estimated that 
700 Republicans scratched Griffith on 
aceount of his pro-Cannon proclivities. 

Peyton Parks, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic committee, figured that Dickinson 
would win by 3000, and this was con- 
strued as @ liberal estimate. It appears 
the silent vote, however, on which the 
Republicans were counting strongly, 
went solidly to the Democratic nominee. 

Dickinson carried his own county 
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Cannon a Factor in the 
Deteat of Griffith in Sixth 


(Henry) by 1410 majority, exceeding the 
DeArmond majority of 1908 by 750 votes. 
Only two counties in the district, Ce- 
dar and Dade, remained loyal to the 
Republican faith, but their combined 
Republican majority is less than 500. 

One of. the arguments made by the 
Republicans in the campaign was that 
the high cost of living would aid, rather 
than hurt the Griffith candidacy. They 
said the increased prices which the 
farmer is now receiving for all his 
products would hold the agricultural 
vote in line for the Republican candi- 
date. The Republicans now acknowl- 
edge that this contention proved falla- 
cious. 

The Republican chiefs are wondering 
what effect the result will have on Sen- 
ator Warner, who is a candidate for re- 
election, 

Warner is a devout follower of the 
Aldrich-Cannon-Payne regime. As the 
leaders maintain that espousal of their 
socalied reactionary policies proved the 
undoing of the Republican congressional 
nominee, they will likewise hurt War- 
ner. It is believed in well-informed po- 
litical circles that Walter 8. Dickey, 
chairman of the State Committee, will 
now see his way clear to enter the race 
for the Republican senatorial nomina- 
tion.

Means to Persuade President | 
Not to Resign Discussed 
at Francis’ Office. 


Curators of the Missouri University at 
Columbia are trying to persuade Presi- 
dent A. Ross Hill not to accept the pres- 
idency of the University of Minnesota. 
A conference was held in the office of 
D, R.: Francis‘and attended by Dr. J. C. 
Pdrrish of Vandalia; chairman of the 
executive committee of the board: C. B. 
Rollins of Columbia and L. S. Baysinger 
of Rolla, and means of inducing Dr. Hill 
to retain the presidency of the Missouri 
University were discussed. 

The curators have promised him to ask 
the Missouri Legislature to be more lib- 
eral in its appropriations for the univer- 
sity. .Many prominent men, including 
lawyers, publicists and educators, have 
written to Dr. Hill assuring him they will 
use their influence to have the Legisla- 
ture take better care of the university in 
the future. ’ 

Meetings to request. Dr. Hill to remain 

in Missouri probably will be held in St. 
Louis and places in the State. 
_ It is believed by the curators that Dr. 
Hill's principal .reason “for wanting to 
leave Missouri is that the university is 
not properly supported It is not a ques- 
tion of individual salary, but he thinks 
the Legislature has dealt niggardly with 
the university and has, by lack of ap-, 
propriations, greatly handicapped his 
work, : 

From Sedalia, where he went on bus:- 
ness, Dr. Hill telephoned to the cura- 
tors in St. Louls that he would not sence 
in his resignation until he has a confer- 
ence with them. 

Fred W. Lehmann and C. P. Wa! 
bridge have written to Dr. Hill that 
they will make agpersonal effort in be- 
half of the university at the next ses- 
Sion of the Legislature if he will re- 
main. Similar letters are being written 
to Dr. Hill from all parts of the Stat. 

Dr. Hill went to the. university from 
Cornell. The last Legislature cut the 
appropriations for the university, and 
when he received the offer from the 
Minnesota university he considered it

Elsah, Ill., Convulsed by Al- 
leged Exposure of 
Its Ideal. 





Elsah, the model village of Illinois, 
was shocked and indignant when it 
heard of the arrest of its model citizen, 
Edward P. Neylon. Elsah was con- 
vulsed and skeptical when it learned 
he was charged with the embezzlement 
of $700 belonging to the Chicago, Peoria 
& St: Louis Railroad. Elsa burst forth 
with unsuppressed excitement and indig- 
nation when the charge was augmented 


by the assertion Noylon had been metab 
ing craps in Alton. 
But when the announcement was made 


that the pennies and nickels contributed 


offering were missing, together with the 
city funds and the Wells Fargo Express 
Co. receipts, Elsah figuratively 
lapsed. 

Neylon was arrested at the Lincoln 
Hotel at Alton Tuesday night and taken 
tu Springfield, Ill., where State’s \Attor- 
ney Walter Chapman of Jerseyville, Ill., 
gays prosecution will be commenced 
against him by officials of the railroad. 

Neylon was the bank, official trustee 
and treasurer for everything worth 
tréasuring in Elsah. He held the funds 
of the village, the funds of the lodg:. 
the cash of the railroad, the surplus of 
the Wells-Fargo Express Co., public 
subscriptions, the confidences of thie 
‘school children, and, before his mar- 
riage, of the girls’ hearts. Everybody 
in Elsah who had something to trea- 
sure or a secret to confide brought it 
to big, ruddy-faced and smiling Ed 
Neylon, treasurer of Elsah. 


Village Funds Gone. 


But when the word went round that 
Ed Neylon had been seen shooting craps 
at Alton, 15 miles south, his top-heavy 


in an earthquake; and Elsah today is 
experiencing its first municipal scandal. 

Members of the village council 
Wednesday announced that all public 
improvements would have to be aban- 
doned because Treasurer Neylon is short 
the entire amount of the village funds, 
$496.57. Work on lv blocks of pavement. 
from the river to the village, was indef- 
initely suspended. 

Six years ago he arrived in Elsah to 
assume the position of telegraph oper- 
ator and general agent for the Bluff 
Line. He was then 24 years old, six feet 
tall, weighed nearly 200 pounds and had 
the most jovial manner in the world. 
Ed made some stir—in the most correct 
manner, however—and soon .a class’ In 
telegraphy Was started at the depot by 
the village belles. Neylon married one 
of the prettiest of his pupils, Mona Mc- 
Dow, daughter of the wealthiest man in 
the village, William. McDow, store- 
keeper. 

Mrs. Neylon and her two little chil- 
dren, a boy 3 years old, and a girl 1 year 
old, cannot be found. Neylon summoned 
them to him at Alton a few hours after 
he had gone to that city a week ago 
Monday night. 


Eipreas Firm Starts Inquiry. 

Just who first saw Neylon» shooting 
craps at Alton has not been learned, 
but the rumor that he had been seen in 
a game brought an examiner for the 
express company to Elsah more than 
a week ago. Employes of the company 
state that the examiner found Neylon 
$100 short, and that after he had given 
a check for. that amount, the railroad 
was notified and sent its inspectors to 
go over his books. Nelson then gave 
the railroad a check for $700, it is said. 

In some way the village grocer also 
was informed, and Neylon, Grocer Gib- 
erson says, gave him a check for $40. 
Giberson beat the others to the bank 
with his check and found that the 
amount Neylon had on deposit fel] 
short of. his’ check by $2. ‘The other 
checks were returned unpaid, State's At- 
torney Chapman says. 

Officers of the Woodmen’s lodge, of 
which Neylon was treasurer, say he 
failed to pay several bills against the | 
lodge, for which he had drawn money. | 
Loulg A. Probble says he loaned Ney- 
lon $70. Probble is a school teacher aad 
Neylon was the school director at F)- 
sah. The money the school children sub- 
scribed for flowers for a recent funeral, 
and which was left with Neylon, is also 
said to be gone.

The Republican vote in.the.Sixth Missouri Con- 
gressional Distfict was greatly reduced in Tues- 
day’s election. The majority of Dickinson, the 
Democratic candidate, was nearly twice as large 
‘an the larmpet majority ‘of the late David &, De 
Armond who always led his ticket. With almost 
10 per cent loss in the total vote Dickinson's ma- 
jority gain was 1628. The combined majority of 
the two Republican counties in the distritt fell 
from 898 in 1908 to 486. 

The significance of this result is ag clear and 
conspicuous as a red flag on a railroad track. 
The increase in the Democratic vote was.not due 
to any personal popwarity of Dickinson or per- 
sonal unpopularity of Griffith.

‘dent Albezt Ross Hill as the head of its university 


Missouri may well take account of its position 
in the world of higher education. Is the State 
doing what it shouli to maintain in the edu- 
cational field ea position as fifth in the rank 
of the States | 

Only ano has the university risen 
above the indifference of succeeding legislatures 
and shown a tendency to grow and thrive cespite 
the handicap of poverty. 

Minnesota, Wisconsin and Illinois have forced 
their universities to the front in the face of all 
competition. The first two with little more than 
half Missouri's population, have attained posi- 
tions numerically strong and educationally meri- 
torious. Minnesota now shows its confic nce in 

Hill by offering -him a chance to do what 
he would do for Missouri if Missouri would let 
him. Minnesota, a state with 1,751,000 popula- 
tion against Missouri’s 3,106,000, has 5066 students 
in a university whose annual income is $1,266,000 
as comp.red to Missouri’s 2934 students and 
$625,000 income. 

Impressed by the opportunity for constructive 
work, Dr. Hill would probably rather build for 
Missouri than administer for Minnesota. The 
earnest and enthusiastic support of the State 
means more to Dr. Hill and faculty members 
than higher salaries. A certain biennial struggle 
with a penurious legislature to win an inadequate 
appropriation is no pleasant prospect. Men who 
consecrate their lives to teaching are privileged 
to expect encouragement in their unselfish work. 

The present case is symptomatic. It brings 
the situation to the stage of a crisis. Either the 
State University is going ahead or it is going 
back. Dr. Hill’s.retention is doubtless more a 
matter of liberal treatment by the next General 
Assembly than a matter of salary. What he 
would like to know is whether Missouri is going 
to build a university of the first rank or revert 
to the type of an academy. 

Could anything be more absurd than that 
Missouri’s leading educational institution should 
be raided for, talent whenever a rival university 
is short? Is Missouri maintaining a bush-league 
of professors? Or does it purpose getting into 
fast company and playing for the pennant?

To the Ecitor of the Post-Dispatch, 

In the last seven years I have paid the gas company 
about $700 for gas, half of which was for fuel pur- 
poses. The gas is produced at the same plant, con- 
veyed to the consumer through the same maing and 
same pipes to the building where it is used; only it is 
run through different meters attached to the samc 
pipe. Frony one meter it costs $1.10 per thousand feet, 
and from the other, 20 cents less, or 90 cents for the, 
Same amount. 

It puzzles me. why the consumer should be forced 
to pay more for the same article or commodity, using 
it for different purposes. Consequently, when the 
company charges more for an article, even when used 
by the consumer for different purposes, they are 
robbing the public (especially when the public has no 
redress by patronizing a competitor) to the extent 
of 20 cents on every dollar they collect for gas for 
lighting purposes or one-fifth they receive for gas 
they furnish for fuel. I figure, therefore, that I have 
been robbed of $70 on the amount I have paid for 
lighting gas the past seven years and that with the 
sanction of the public guardian, the law, which is to 
protect the public and guard the individuals from 
being held up. 

I wonder how long the citizens of St. Louis will 
stand such extortion, when it is proven that the 
money the gas company receives for gas is all clear 
profit, that the by-products in the manufacture of 
gas pay all the running expense of the plant? It is 
time that the citizens wake up and compel the city 
administration to oust the gas octopus and give the 
public what belongs to it, the gas, at cost like the 
use of city water. People claim to be civilized, but 
it appears they dre fossilized.

The voluntary sufferings of the suf- 
fragettes during their prison experiences 
must enhance public respect for the ear- 
nestness with which they hold to their 
political opinions. This is not a matter 
of religious hysteria, nor does it con- 
cern women lacking in education or 
mental balance. Some of those whd 
have endured these tortures are gentle- 
women in the best sense, who plainly 
have been upheld by the belief that they 
were battling for not only a just, but 
an absolutely vital cause. Take the ex- 
periences of Miss Mary Allen and Miss 
Vera Wentworth in Horfield Prison. 
Sentenced to two weeks’ imprisonment 
on Saturday, Nov. 13, Miss Allen starved 
herself until Tuesday, when she ‘was fed! 
through the nose, until the nostrils be- 
came so inflamed as to render this im- 
possible. She was ill and in the hospi- 
tal until released, when she wrote to a 
friend: ‘‘I had a terrible time in prison, 
but shall soon be ready to go again.” 
Miss Wentworth refused to put on 
prison clothes; for that offense she was 
deprived of her mattress and bed- 
clothes, and left shivering in a bitterly 
cold cell. For singing a suffragette 
song, she was put into a dark cell, and 
then forcibly fed. Some of her other 
experiences are as follows: , 

After two days and a half she was re- 
moved ‘to a lighter cell, where, hearing 
the screams of fellow-prisoners in pain, 
she broke her cell windows, and was 
placed in handcuffs for two days and 
two nights, her hands being fastened be- 
hind her during the day and in front at 
night. She describes this as diabolical 
cruelty, since it is impossible to read, 
sleep, drink; pull up the bedclothes if 
they fell down at night. Finding cup- 
feeding, with four wardresses holding 
her down, useless, the doctor used the 
nasa] tube, causing great pain and a 
feeling of sickness. , 

Yet she, too, is ready to suffer again, 
in the hope of thus helping to win the 
ballot for women. The suffragettes are 
particularly indignant because the men 
who have been interrupting election 
meetings have been allowed to go scot 
free, while they go to jail in droves for 
shouting ‘‘Votes for Women!”
